WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (UP) 
—Assistant Secretary of State 
Walter S. Robertson has told 
Congress the United States must 
dominate Asia for an indefinite 
period and pose a_ military 
threat against Red China until 
it ‘breaks up internally. 

Robertson, who heads the 
State Department's Far Eastern 
division, also told a House Ap- 
propriations subcommittee Jan. 
26 that the United States out- 
look in Asia is “bleak.” The 
testimony was made public 


He said in Red China “there 
is a deep undercurrent of unrest 
and resentments that would be

Johnson said Busch is plan- 
ning to broadcast Cardinal 
games, under the sponsorship of 
the Anheuser-Busch Budweiser

Racial segregation in Ameri- | 


can schools is doomed for eco- 
nomic ani legal as well as for 
moral reasons, Robert M. Hutch- 
ins, associate director of the 
Ford Foundation, said here last 
night. 

“We are rapidly approaching 
the point at which the Negro | 
will be no worse off than any | 
other American,” he told the | 
annual dinner meeting of the | 
Urban League of St. Louis. 

Addressing an audience of | 
300 persons at Temple Israel 
auditorium, 5017 Washington | 
boulevard, Hutchins said the na- | 
tion must make prodigious ef- |

double facilities. 

He said school building pro- 
grams should be doubled now

at least six years. In addition,

Hutchins, former chancellor 
of the University of Chicago,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 — A 
survey of the use of gamma 
globulin in preventing infantile 
paralysis has produced no posi- 
tive evidence that the substance 
is of value in. checking the dis- 
ease, the United States Public 
Health Service reported today. 
A committee of 20 polio ex- 
perts who studied effects of the 
blood derivative in combatting 
last summer’s epidemic found 
that gamma globulin “did not 
measurably reduce” the number 
of polio cases among families 
exposed to the disease, the re- 
port said. 

In another phase of the sur- 
very—mass inoculation of chil- 
dren to prevent infantile paraly- 
sis—the committee reported its 
study did not produce enough 
information to warrant a defi- 
nite conclusion on gamma glo- 
bulin’s effectiveness. 
“Observation of the 23 com- 
munities in which mass inocula- 
tion was carried out did not pro- 
vide enough information to per- 
mit the committee to conclude 
whether or not gamma globulin 
had an effect in preventing or 
alleviating «the disease when 
used ip ‘this way,” the report 
stated. 

Used After Peak of Epidemic. 
In most of the communities 
where mass inoculation was 
tried,’ inoculations were given 
after the peak of the epidemic 
had passed, “‘so there was little 
chance to demonstrate an effect 
of gamméa globulin in modifying 
the epidemic,” the report said.

Power as Its Tool. | 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (UP) | 
-—Senator Jenper ‘Rep.), Indi- | 
ana, charged today that a “se- | 
cret revolutionary political | 
corps” is trying to undermine 
the Constitution by “perversion | 
of treaty-making and of execu- | 
tive agreements.” | 

Speaking in the Senate in the | 
debate on the Bricker amend- | 
ment to curb the President's | 
treaty-making powers, Jenner | 
said the group of which he | 
spoke is a “dynamic, aggressive, | 
elite corps, forcing its way | 
“through every opening, to make | 
a breach for a collectivist one- | 
party state.” He said “it oper- | 
atés secretly, silently, corftiny- | 


ously, to transform our Govern- 8 


ment without our suspecting the | 
change is under way.” 

Jenner, an original back of | 
the proposal of Senator Bricker 
(Rep.), spoke in support of 
Bricker’s latest compromise sub- | 
stitute. He urged the Senate to 
approve some form of the 
Bricker amendment because | 
“there is a most dangerous 
threat to our liberties today 
which did not exist 20 years | 
ago.” | 

Jenner charged that under | 

former Secretary: of State Dean | 
Acheson, the State Department | 
became “permeated” by “plan- | 
ners” who made it the “prin- | 
cipal agent of the ideological | 
revolution started by Harry Hop- 
: kins, Alger Hiss, Henry Wal. | 
lace, Owen Lattimore, Harry 
Dexter White, Frank Coe and 
Harold Glasser.”

Answers to 3 Questions Help 
Get Recession Into Perspective 


There Is One, and 


Economy Can’t Stand a Long One — 
Economists Expect Upturn in Spring.

Politicians are rarely a good 
source of economic fact or of 
economic appraisal. Because 
politics and economics are going 
to be joined in Washington for 
some little time to come, it is 
important to get as near to the 
facts as possible in answer to 
these three questions: 

Question one—Is there a busi- 
ness recession in the United 
States today? 

Answer—There is. There is 
an appreciable business down- 
turn which has been in progress 
over the last six months and 
which has affected, 
or lesser degree, every major 
industry. Anybody who ner- 
vously jumps at the word, re- 
cession, is either a _ sensitive 
politician, a wishful thinker or 
hoping the problem will go away | 
by not looking at it. At a/ 
recent press conference Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was asked if 
he thought it was unpatriotic to 
refer to a tecession. He said 
he thought nothing was to be 
gained by quibbling over termi- 
nology, that obviously theré was 
a recession from something. 

The Federal Resetve index of 
industrial production has been 
declining. There is a drop in 
the nation’s gross national prod- 
uct, and this means unemploy- 
ment. Unemployment has been 
rising for several months, and 
in January, on the basis of the 
Commerce Department's revised 
sample of 25,000 households, it 
stood at slightly more than 3.,- 
000,000—about 5 per cent of the 
total labor force. Government 
spending will be visibly less this 
year than last. Business buying 
for inventories is down sharply. 
Consumer spending will hold 
the key to a hoped-for and ex- 
pected upturn. 

Question two—lIs this a seri- 
ous recession? 

Answer — It is unhelpful and 
dangerous to belittle the prob- 
lem. It is unhelpful and irre- 
sponsible to exaggerate it. The 
most honest answer is that. any 
recession is serious. Much of the 
unemployment. is seasonal, but 
unemployment is above the sea- 
sonal level. Few economists 
foresee a depression or a con- 
tinued recession. It may be of 


in greater | 


\shorter duration than the reces- 


sion of 1949. The upturn is ex- 
pected in the spring. 


The reason any recession is 
serious is that a full-employ- 
ment economy cannot afford a 
recession over any extended 
period. It must grow, not re- 
cede, because of the vigorous, 
sustained population growth of 
the nation and bécause of the 
constant advance in productivity. 

Some appear to take satisfac- 
tion in the fact — ae will in 
all probability be the second- 
best year in American economic 
history.. True. Fine, But a grow- 
ing economy, which a growing 
population and a mounting pro- 
ductivity. . absolutely require, 
cannot afford many second-best 
years. Long-range growth is pos- 
sible despite second-best years, 
‘but let’s not attempt to make a 
ae out of second best. 


Question three—Is the Eisen- 
hower Administration showing 
itself alert and ready to act if 
unemployment doesn’t shortly 
begin to drop? 

Answer—aAt none of his press 
conferences has the President 
shown any tendency to belittle 
the problem. He doesn’t shrink 
from calling & recession a re- 
céssion. His economic report to 
Congress was frank and informa- 
tive. His chief economic advisers 
— Arthur Burns, chairman of 
the Economic Council, and Ga- 
briel Hauge, have shown them- 
selves sensitive to the dangers. 

Eisenhower said last week that 
he was watching developments 
on a day-to-day alert and de- 
clared that if unemployment did 
not begin dropping off by March 
he would not hesitate to use 
every resource of the Govern- 
ment to stop any catastrophe. 

Democratic Senator Paul 
Dougles, himself an economist, 
has accused some Republicans of 
trying to soft-pedal the facts,

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The Puzzle of Defense 

Mr. John Q. Public had. best be something. of 
an accountant and corisiderable of an amateur 
military analyst if he chooses to appraise the 
possibility of finding himself under a rapidly 
descending H-bomb. The questions which he 
must weigh are most perplexing. 

Is Secretary of State Dulles’s policy of “mas- 
sive retaliation” sound? Might not Russia pre- 
vent any knockout retaliation simply by occupy- 
ing Western Europe where the United States 
certainly could not drop A-bombs on its allies 
and their women and children? Has “the awful 
arithmetic of the atomic bomb,” as President 
Eisenhower terms it, made obsolete the simple 
arithmetic of World War II? What is the 
best defense? 

These questions now have all become further 
complicated. The authoritative magazine Avia- 
tion Week displays photographs of two new 
Russian bombers comparable to our B-36 and 
B-47 and says Russia has 400 of them. 

Thus it would appear that the Russians, who 
surprised us with speed with which they de- 
veloped their own nuclear weapons, are also 
showing us that they too can add the type of 
planes that are essential for a policy of massive 
retaliation—or even of massive assassination. It 
would not be unwise to ¢redit the Russians with 
scientific and technological advancement equal, 
at least, to ours. 

; . . . 

On the day after the news about the new Rus- 
sian bombers, Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, Army 
Chief of Staff, said in a speech at Palm Beach: 


Sheer destruction offers no sure and cer- 
tain guarantee of victory. Unless the destruc- 
tion accomplishes military purposes to com- 
pensate for the devastation, the use of such 
weapons is indefensible morally and waste- 
ful militarily. 


And Admiral Robert B. Carney said on the 
same day at Newport, R.I., that the Navy was 
developing new weapons and depending on old 
ones as well so as to be prepared for “big wars, 
little wars, general wars, localized wars, Marquis 
of Queensberry wars, savage, ruthless wars, 
atomic wars and, perhaps, non-atomic wars.” 

In commenting on these two speeches, Mark 
S. Watson, military correspondent of the Balti- 
more Sun, wrote: “The speeches from the mili- 
tary heads of the two services offer views so far 
from the extreme views of ‘new look’ enthusiasts 
as to arouse special interest at the Pentagon.” 

Herbert Elliston has written in The Wash- 
ington Post that there is no final answer to the 
war and peace problem in nuclear weapons. He 
has the feeling that in Russia “there has been 
a parallel development of guerrilla or partisan 
organization along with the atomic bomb” which 
would be a “civil super-defense” and “could 
be easily spread over the frontiers.” 

On top of all this there is the cautious publici- 
ty that has attended the progress that all three 
services have beén making in the fleld of guided 
missiles. Undoubtedly this progress has, been 
substantial but it should not lead to wishful 
thinking.

Photographs have been published of the 
Army’s Nike missile blasting an old bombing 
plane out of the air. And there are enthusiasts 
in the guided missile field who say that the 
bombing plane of today is just about on its 
way out. Only last Thursday Representative 
Sterling Cole, chairman of the House-Senate 
Atomic Energy Committee, called for “tens of 
thousands” of atomic missiles to build a “bar- 
rier of atomic firepower” against a possible hy- 
drogen bomb attack. P 

The United Press quoted informed sources as 
stating Cole was right in saying these things are 
“possible.” But these sources emphasized that 
this doés not mean such weapons are now being 
developed or that they would be a sure defense. 
However, if military research and development 
keeps on its toes it may well be that guided 
missiles, radar and interceptor planes will so 
reduce ag enemy’s hope of delivering an atomic 
Pearl diarbor that these defensive weapons will 
have a deterrent effect equivalent to that in the 
threat of “massive retaliation.” 

A good defense and an assurance of certain 
rétaliation—not necessarily “massive”—are about 
as much as thig nation can offer. A Maginot line 
strategy of defense could ruin us. So might put- 
ting all our eggs in one basket. The problem 
seems to be one of balancing defense and offense 
so that our military posture is one that no ag- 
gressor will care to challenge. When the citizen 
has the assurance that this problem has been 
worked out he can rest easier at night. 
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Nehru Proposes a Cease-Fire 

Prime Minister Nehru’s appeal for a cease-fire 
in Indochina, pending the outcome of the Geneva 
talks, is a prudent and humane proposal. Nehru 
says he warts no direct participation by India 
such as that which brought about the truce in 
Korea. Even so, his volc@ may get a hearing 
among the Indochinese rebels as well as the Chi- 
nese specifically mentioned in his appeal. 

The success or failure of Geneva is in the 
hands of the gods, but why not stop shooting so 
long as/there is a truce in prospect? The French 
are weary of the fighting, and the most recent 
cables seem to indicate that the Communists 
have lost some of their taste for it. So why does 
not everybody stack arms just where they are? 

From a strategic point of view, this need in- 
volve no sacrifice by either side—even though 
the Indochinese warfhre is of a different nature 
than was that in Korea. And even if acceptance 
of Nehru’s plea were to produce only a respite, 
who can deplore even a short surcease from 
the killing? \ 
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Dubious Solicitude for St. Louis 

There is a strange solicitude in the opposition 
of Lester A. Vonderschmidt, speaker of the 
Republican-controlled Missouri House, to’ contin- 
uation of the St. Louis earnings tax. This is a 
time to cut taxes, not to raise them, he says; 
and, anyway, if St. Louisans are to continue to 
pay this tax. they ought to vote on it. 

This might be touching, if -it were not so 
transparent. For some years, Missouri’s reve- 
nues have been in excess of the state’s needs as 
the Legislature sees these. So Mr. Vonder- 
schmidt, who comes from Holt county, might 
have rallied his rural colleagues to do a bit of 
cutting on the state sales tax or the state income 
tax. These outstate lawmakers dominate the 
Legislature, and undoubtedly they could have 
counted on grateful support from the city dele- 
gations. 

Having missed a chance to cut taxes which 
are the direct concern of the Legislature, Mr. 
Vonderschmidt does not look like much of a 
dragon-killer when he swings his sword against 
a city tax which requires approval by St. Louis’s 
aldermen. The withholding of the necessary au- 
thority might cause considerable trouble for 
Mr. Vonderschmidt and his associates. We hope 


that city votes in the Legislature never will be- 


withheld from a farm drouth relief program, 
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for example, by way of retaliation. But if the 
Legislature kills the earnings tax on the theory 
that it has a right te- do so because the city 
is a political subdivision of the state, then 
the city might well demand that the state pay 
a goodly portion of its expenses.

With six other Senators on his committee, how 
can it be that Senator McCarthy is able to hold 
a one-man secret hearing of the vicious char- 
acter of that at which Brig. Gen. Ralph W. 
Zwicker was so humiliated last week? - 

Gen. Zwicker participated in the D-day assault 
on Normandy. He was awarded the Silver Star. 
Yet he was treated like a common criminal and 
told he was not “fit to wear the uniform” by a 
man who left his post of duty in the. Pacific 
in World War II in the fall of 1944 and never 
returned to active service. 

Senator Symington, before he went to Europe, 
wrote McCarthy after the secret grilling of Gen. 
Zwicker, and requested. postponement of the 
public hearing, His request invoked an agree- 
ment tunder which the Democrats returned to 
the committee last month after walking out in 
protest against McCarthy’s one-man rule. But 
what about the five other Senators? What about 
Senators Mundt, Dirksen and Potter in par- 
ticular? They are the other Republican mem- 
bers. Are they satisfied with this kangaroo 
court, star chamber, drumhead proceedings? 
For another instance see Richard L. Strout’s 
Christian Science Monitor article in today’s 
Mirror of Public Opinion. 

Whatever President Eisenhower does or does 
not do about this outrageous invasion of the 
executive branch of the Government by one 
Senator, the Senate itself has a responsibility. 
And this responsibility starts with the other 
members of the subcommittee. 

Are they completely cowed? Or are they 
going to do what cries out to be done—repudiate 
the shocking misconduct perpetrated in the 
name of the official body on which they sit? 
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Working in the Precincts

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Off the Dog’s Tooth Standard 


Things are looking up in Manus, Or perhaps 


we should say on Manus, for Manus is the larg- 


est of the Admiralty Islands in the South Pacific. 
Back in 1928 Dr. Margaret Mead, ethnologist for 
the American Museum of Natural History told 
what life was like on Manus in her remarkable 
book, “Growing Up in New Guinea.” In those 
days, the 2500 natives were in one quarrel after 
another, They were selfish. They were slaves to 
a long string of taboos. 

Now, so we learn from The Baltimore Sun, 
things are greatly changed. Dr. Mead has been 
back to Manus to see how folks are getting along 
under the U.N. mandate. Here is what she found: 
Laughter is contagious, Men now speak to their 
mothers-in-law. Wives eat with their husbands 
immediately after marriage without waiting 
through a long probationary period. Since Aus- 
tralian cthrrency replaced ,dogs’ teeth as a me- 
dium of exchange there is less selfishness. And 
—we are still quoting our esteemed contem- 
porary in Baltimore—the three current song hits 
are “You Are My Sunshine,” “Nearer My God 
to Thee” and “Three Blind Mice.” Dr. Mead at- 
tributes these remarkable changes to the associ- 
ation of Manus people with the GIs of World 
War II, Ausfralians and missionaries. 

All of which prompts us to ask a question. Why 
has the State Department brought everybody and 
his brother and sister here from overseas for a 
look-see at the United States and so far as we 
have been able to tell not a single Manus fsland- 
er?

Secret document on’ Soviet citizens’ traits, useful in event 
of war, was seized upon by Senator as Communist propa- 
ganda; former chief of G-2 was grilled about it and McCarthy 
was “shocked beyond words"; now it is a public document.

WASHINGTON. 

Maj. Gen. Richard C. Partridge, for- 
mer Chief of Intelligence of the Army 
“G2,” has been transferred to Europe 
to head the United States Army’s Forty- 
third Infantry Division of NATO. He 
served only 14 months of the customary 
two years at G-2, 


A secret Army document was pre- 
pared for G-2 in late 1951 in the Far 
East on cultural and psychological traits 
of Soviet Siberia based on interviews 
with returned Japanese prisoners of 
war. 


Only 40 copies were distributed; pub- 
lication wag against the law, It went 
to a select group of Far East intelligence 
officers spec g 
in the thought pat- 
terns of Commu- 
nist citizens. 

The preamble ex- 
plained that it 
would be important, 
in case of. war, to 
know what the So- 
viet citizen thought.

In 1838, the plague—Asiatic cholera 
—swept across southern France. 
Corpses choked the streets of the towns 
and lay untended in the huts of the 
peasants. Paftiic gripped the people. 

Through this desolation rode a horse- 
man—an Italian nobleman named An- 
gelo—intent only on getting back to his 
homeland.

HE GOES ON TO DESCRIBE the group that makes 
war within him. There is a cold and selfish person, twisted 
and tricky, who wants to sacrifice everything to his personal 
comfort. This person is not a stranger: it is himself. 

And there is an irritable person who can’t tolerate 
contradiction or opposition, who simmers with rage behind 
the facade of courtesy imposed by custom. That person too, 
he must acknowledge as himself. 

Then there is the lazy man who always rationalizes 
his procrastinations, putting off unpleasant tasks or unload- 
ing them upon others. The writer recognizes himself in 
that. lazy man. 

But there is also a creature of grace and love and 
aspiration, who longs for God, who can never be satisfied 
without God.

RACTICE is a terrible word in the ears of many chil- 

P aren. The beginning of any study, any skill, is. always 
thrilling.

Soon the thrill wears off. The teacher has pointed out 
that the basic elements of music must be mastered. The 
ballet teacher tells the same dreary story—practice. The 
teacher of English tells the aspiring writer that only by 
long study, day by day, can he become a writer. Life cer- 
tainly is drab, thinks the beginner.

CHEER UP. fn every kind of learning there is the 
easy start, then a time when no progress seems to be 
made. That is the time to practice and keep on practicing 
until one day new power springs out to surprise and delight 
the learner. Then again, after a short time, comes the 
time of no progress, just steady practice. These times of 
no progress are known as plateaus of learning by the psy- 
chologists. They are brief pauses between growing spells. 
Maybe they are there to give the learner a breathing time 
in which to gather skill and the strength to produce it. 
Anyway, they demand steady practice, : 

Steady practice means day-by-day work. It is best 
to sit down to the job, or stand up to it if that is better, 
and no matter how you feel about it, go to work. Play 
the same scale over and over, the right fingering again and 
again. Keep at the paragraph you want to perfect, no 
matter how often you have to rewrite it. There is no other 
way. Remember the famous author’s advice to the aspiring 
writer, “Apply the seat of the pants to the seat of a chair 
every morning, day after day, and write!” That is what 
practice means.

OF COURSE, if you mean to perfect yourself in any 
field, this will not be too hard for you to do. Earnest 
students know they must devote themselves to their tasks 
or fail in them, The beginners, those who are experiment- 
ing with various fields of work, are the ones who must 
take this need for practice to heart. 

Giving up the day that a game looks better than an 
hour of practice will not help a student to know where his 
abilities lie. The grasshopper method of trying out one 
thing, then another, without really getting down to work 
at one or another, is weakening to the spirit and to the 
skill. Give the task a chance; give yourself a chance by 


practicing faithfully the work in hand. Only so can you |

Fix It Yourself

On Refinishing Stairs. 


HE most obvious problem 
T connected with refinishing a 
flight of stairs is how to get 
up and down in the house while 
the paint on the stairs is drying. 
The solution to this one is to 
paint the stairs at night and to 
use a fast drying finish. If all 
goes well the paint should be 
dry in the morning. Do not, 
however, make the mistake of 
starting at the top of the stairs 
and working down for you may 
find yourself spending the night 
on the living room couch unless 
you have a downstairs bedroom. 
Sometimes you can get by with 
painting alternate steps and 
when these are dry, doing the 
others. This doesn’t work in 
households with children or 
where the people are absent- 
minded. ; 


The choice of' finish for the 
stairs is important. It should 
be as durable as a finish for a 
floor. 


Before you start application, 
wipe or wash down the stairs to 
remove dirt and sand rough 
spots. If there, are any spots 
where the wood has been torn, 
file or plane these steps down. 


Many peaple prefer to paint 
the treads one color and the 
risers another. This is fine but 
if you have children, don’t paint 
the risers white or a very light 
color unless you don’t mind 
cleaning and refinishing at fre- 
quent intervals. Small and even 
not so small children can’t seem 
to climb a flight of stairs without 
knocking the toe of their shoes 
against the risers. 

If you are constantly bothered 
by scuffed and dirty risers, try 
covering them with a sheet of 
plastic. This stuff won't chip 
and dirt marks can easily be re- 
moved with a damp cloth.

West laid down the heart 
king, but when dummy appeared 
with six hearts, he _ shifted 
quickly to his top diamond. The 
ace was played from dummy, 
and declarer then ran the three 
club tricks, discarding his dia- 
mond loser. He next led dum- 
my’s trump, and though East 
tried to dissemble by playing 
low, South could be in no doubt 
about who held the ace of trumps 
—East would not have had any- 
thing close to an opening bid 
without that card. So declarer 
went up with the trump king 
and played a second round, and 
that was that. Five spades, re- 
doubled, bid and made. 


It would have been an excel- 
lent idea for West to give great- 
er thought to his second-trick 
play. The bidding had been so 
revealing that East’s hand was 
virtually exposed. East could 
hold nothing very substantial in 
clubs, he lacked the diamond 
ace, his singleton heart had been 
only the queen—and so it was as 
certain as anything can be in 
bridge that East had the ace of 
spades. A defensive diamond 
trick was extremely question- 
able, but if West could make 
East put his marked spade ace 
to good use, the contract could 
surely be defeated. Thus, West 
should have continued with a 
low heart, and East, if he gave 
equal thought to- the situation, 
would ruff with the spade ACE. 
Then West’s guarded queen of 
trumps would defeat the con- 
tract.
